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part of the building is being pushed rapidly 
in the hope that the restaurant may be re- 
opened to the public during the autumn. 

The Library — The additions to the 
Library during July and August were one 
hundred and two volumes; of these eighty- 
seven were purchased, and fifteen were 
presented.
